They  are  a cross  from  a 
Rose  Ettersburg  and  the  Cape  Men 
cino  beach  strawberry,  so  are  re- 
markably sweet  and  fine  flavored.  I 
have  selected  four  kinds  which  are 
most  suitable  to  Southern  California. 

Described  below  as  follows: 

No.  80 — Is  the  largest  and  most 
solid  of  the  4 kinds;  it  is  very  pro- 
ductive of  fine  red  berries;  blossoms 
large  and  runners  strong.  The  plant 
is  extra  vigorous  and  deep  rooted; 
the  fruit  of  the  finest  quality  and  an 
excellent  canning  berry. 

No.  84 — A sister  plant  to  No.  80; 
has  a conical  berry  that  is  extra  well 
flavored,  but  more  juicy;  Color:  a 

deep  glassy  red.  A profuse  bearer; 
foliage,  is  very  large,  coarse  leathery 
and  heat  resisting. 

No.  111. — A sister  plant  to  No.  80  of 
more  dwarf  growth  than  the  two  pre- 
ceding No.  Ill  leans  to  the  Sharpless 
type,  bui  the  flavor  is  very  good  and 
extra  fine  for  preserves,  but  not  ra- 
ted for  a good  canner,  but  is  equal 
to  ordinary  varieties  and  gives  every 
indication  of  an  all  summer  bearer 
when  irrigated. 

No.  89 — A Hybrid  Marshall  and 
Cape  Mendocino  Beach;  dark  green 
foliage,  and  inclined  to  make  massive 
plants,  vith  few  runners.  Exceeding- 
ly productive  of  very  dark  red  ber- 
ries of  uniform  size  and  fine  flavor. 

December  is  best  time  for  planting 
They  have  produced  two  crops  for 
me  the  first  year.
